Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils;  also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annnal  Subscription  which 
Visitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

CONCERTS  are  given  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  the  First 
MONDA\  in  the  Months  of  March,  Jure,  September, 
and  December,  at  Three  o’clock,  except  during  the  Summer 
and  Christmas  V acations.  Admission  free.

While  the  events  of  the  year  1890  have  not  been 
such!  as  to  make  the  Ninety-eighth  Annual  Report 
of  this  Institution  in  any  way  remarkable,  the  Com- 
mittee have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  usual  order  and 
discipline  have  been  maintained,  resulting  in  quiet  and 
steady  progress  in  the  right  direction. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  given  to 
the  special  work  whereby  “ the  objects  of  the  charity  are 
taught  and  employed  and  formed  to  habits  of  industry.” 
The  continued  support  which  the  Asylum  has  received, 
together  with  the  increasing  demands  upon  its  accommo- 
dation and  resources,  afford  gratifying  testimony  to  the 
general  appreciation  of  the  value  of  its  work. 

The  Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  place  before 
the  subscribers  and  other  friends  of  the  Institution  the

Half  the  cases  admitted  during  the  year  were  from 
Bristol ; the  Institution,  however,  affords  an  Asylum  to 
pupils  from  13  other  Counties  besides. 
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In  consequence  of  the  large  number  of  applications 
for  admission  it  lias  been  found  necessary  to  add  another 
dormitory  to  the  female  side  of  the  house  in  order  to 
avoid  over-crowding. 

The  minimum  standard  of  age  for  admission  (nine 
years)  remains  unaltered ; but  as  a much  larger  pro- 
portion of  young  candidates  now  apply  for  admission 
the  Committee  think  it  better  to  mention  that  experience 
has  shown  that,  in  the  case  of  very  young  pupils,  the 
usual  time  of  remaining  in  the  Institution  (seven  years) 
is  not  sufficient  for  attaining  proficiency  in  technical 
work,  which  does  not  commence  practically  before  the 
age  of  14.  It  is,  therefore,  advisable  that  all  pupils, 
however  early  they  may  enter,  should  remain  until  they 
have  attained  the  age  of  21  years. 

II.  JI.  Inspector  of  Schools,  C.  H.  B.  Elliott,  Esq., 
has  again  kindly  undertaken  the  examination  of  the 
pupils,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  percentage 
of  passes  is  greater  than  last  year. 

Mr.  Samuel  Rootbam  reports  that  he  has  had 
eight  lads  under  instruction  for  instrumental  music, 
that  there  have  been  classes  for  singing  and  harmony 
for  the  boys  and  class  singing  for  the  girls,  and  that,  on 
the  whole,  the  year’s  work  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

Miss  Dora  Blinkborn,  the  Assistant  Musical 
Instructor,  also  reports  very  favourably  of  the  pupils 
under  her  care. 

Sergt. -Major  K.  Ulackie,  who  for  some  years 
superintended  the  drilling  of  the  pupils  in  a satisfactory 


10 


manner,  having  retired,  Swedish  Drill  has  been  intro- 
duced, and  it  is  hoped  that  much  physical  benefit  to 
the  pupils  will  accrue  from  the  new  system. 

Of  the  pupils  who  left  during  the  year  the  two  males 
completed  seven  years  in  the  Asylum  with  credit  to 
themselves,  one  became  so  proficient  in  music  and 
tuning  that  with  the  help  of  friends  he  has  been  turning 
his  talents  to  good  account.  The  other  was  sufficiently 
skilled  in  basket  work  to  be  taken  on  as  an  out-worker, 
and  is  now  able  with  a little  assistance  to  support  him- 
self. One  female  left  at  the  end  of  her  time  in  a very' 
delicate  state  of  health,  and  has  since  died  of  consumption ; 
one  who  had  only  come  for  two  years  left  at  the 
expiration  of  that  period  ; and  the  third  was  withdrawn 
by  her  friends. 

The  result  of  enquiries  made  to  ascertain  the  present 
condition  of  former  pupils,  who  went  steadily'  through  the 
usual  course  of  instruction,  has  been  generally  satisfactory. 

Deserving  pupils  on  leaving,  after  completing  their 
time,  are  supplied  with  an  outfit  and  a set  of  tools  for 
their  work,  and  a small  sum  towards  the  purchase  of 
materials,  which  they  can  buy  at  the  Asylum  at  a 
reduced  price. 

Among  the  improvements  undertaken  during  the 
year  may  be  mentioned  the  precautions  taken  against 
hre,  which  have  been  adopted.  A complete  set  of  firc- 
buekets,  hose,  and  a fire  escape  have  been  provided, 
and  an  iron  staircase  outside  the  building,  with  a 
means  of  exit  from  an  upper  landing,  is  in  course  of 
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construction.  Communication,  too,  has  been  effected 
between  the  matron’s  and  governesses’  quarters  by 
means  of  electric  bells. 

The  exceedingly  dry  season  necessitated  considerable 
outlay  on  the  deep-well  pump,  which  required  new  suctions 
and  valves,  in  order  to  obtain  an  adequate  supply  of  water. 

There  has  been  a slight  deficiency  in  the  trade 
returns,  which  may  be  to  some  extent  due  to  the 
superiority  of  the  articles  produced — entailing  extra 
cost,  and  slightly  affecting  the  selling  price,  the  object 
being  to  secure  good  and  reliable  workmanship.  Bv 
keeping  the  blind  journeymen  in  constant  work  (owing 
to  the  deficiency  referred  to),  the  stock  of  manufactured 
goods  has  considerably  increased.  Thus  an  excellent 
opportunity  is  afforded  to  the  public  to  purchase 
advantageously  such  articles  as  are  now  on  sale  at  the 
Asylum.  The  Committee  appeal  to  the  public  for 
increased  support  in  this  direction,  it  being  the  truest 
charity  to  help  those  that  help  themselves. 

To  the  Officers  of  the  Institution  the  Committee 
desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  their  services, 
and  the  manner  in  which  their  various  duties  have 
been  performed. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  aro  due  to  the 
lion.  Physician,  the  Hon.  Surgeon,  and  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentists  for  their  services  during  the  past  year  ; also  to 
the  several  ladies  and  gentlemen  whoso  names  appear 
in  our  general  list  of  acknowledgements  for  various 
gifts  and  services  rendered  to  the  Institution. 
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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


I Jo  not  know  that  I have  anything  of  importance 
to  report  this  year.  Certainly  I have  nothing  unfavour- 
able to  say  respecting  the  pupils  of  the  Institution.  On 
the  contrary,  they  have  behaved  themselves  morally  to 
my  perfect  satisfaction.  Their  conduct  and  demeanour 
have  left  nothing  to  be  desired,  so  far  as  I have  had 
opportunities  to  judge. 

As  to  their  spiritual  state,  I have  wished,  and  do 
wish,  that  clearer  and  stronger  evidonce  may  be  given 
o f their  growth  in  grace  ; but  this  is  necessarily  a slow 
and  gradual  work,  and  a work  at  all  times  difficult  to 
guagc,

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MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  satisfactorily  on  the 
health  of  the  pupils  at  the  Blind  Asylum  during  the 
last  year. 

The  eases  I was  called  in  to  see  were  few  and  far- 
between,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  influenza 
epidemic — 30  cases,  which  fortunately  left  no  evil 
result  behind — there  was  nearly  a clean  bill  of  health 
throughout  the  year. 

Perhaps  I ought  to  mention  the  case  of  a poor 
blind  girl  who  had  been  kept  at  the  Asylum  out  of  pity, 
and  tenderly  nursed,  hopelessly  ill  of  consumption.  She 
has  since  died. 

With  this  exception  there  has  been  no  serious 
illness.

It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  here  to  insert  some 
of  the  laws  that  now  exist  in  favour  of  the  Blind,  to  show  how 
far  they  can  be  assisted  in  their  education  by  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor. 


LEGISLATION  IN  THE  INTEREST  OF  THE 
BLIND  AND  OF  DEAF  MUTES. 


•Guardians  may  Maintain  and  Educate  in  Certified  Schools. 

25  and  26  Vic.  (1862),  cap.  43,  sec.  1.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Parish  or  Union  may  send  auy  poor  child  to  any  school 
certihed  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  supported  wholly  or 
partially  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which 
shall  be  willing  to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the 
funds  in  their  possession  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance, clothing,  and  education  of  such  child  therein,  during 
the  time  suoh  child  shall  remain  at  such  school  (not  exceeding 
the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during 
the  same  period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  n the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
his  or  her  funeral. 

Sec.  9.  No  child  shall  be  sent  under  this  Act  to  any 
school  which  is  conducted  cn  the  prnciples  of  a religious 
denomination  to  which  such  child  does  not  belong. 

Sec.  10.  . . . . The  word  “School”  shall  extend  to 

any  Institution  established  for  the  instruction  of  blind,  deaf, 
dumb,  lame,  deformed,  or  idiotic  persons,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  certified  Reformatory  School. 
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Guardians  may  send  Deaf  Mutes  or  Blind  to  Uncertified 
Schools. 

31  and  32  Vic.  (1868),  cap.  122,  sec.  42.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Union  or  Parish  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  send  any  poor  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  child  to  any 
school  fitted  for  the  reception  of  such  child,  though  such 
school  shall  not  have  been  certified  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  the  25th  and  2Gth  years  of  Victoria , chapter  43. 


Guardians  may  subscribe’ towards  support  of  Institutions , 
Associations,  < be. 

42  and  43  Vic.  (1879),  cap.  54,  sec.  10.  Whereas  by  Section 
4 of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  1851,  Guardians  are 
authorised,  wTith  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  public 
Hospital  or  Infirmary  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  extend  the  said  section.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows : — 

The  provisions  of  the  said  section  shall  extend  to  authorise 
the  Guardians,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  any  Asylum  or  Institution  for  blind  persons, 
or  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  or  for  persons  suffering  from 
any  permanent  or  natural  infirmity,  or  towards  any  Associa- 
tion or  Society  for  aiding  such  persons,  or  for  providing  nurses, 
or  for  aiding  boys  and  girls  in  service,  or  towards  any  other 
Asylum  or  Institution  which  appears  to  the  Guardians,  with 
such  consent  as  aforesaid,  to  be  calculated  to  render  useful  aid 
in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  any  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
